Subject:—L icensing of coal tar dyes, certain types of textile chemicals, etc., against 
exports of cotton cloth and yarn. 

No. 86-ITC(PN)/59.—Attention of the importers is invited to the Ministry of 
■Commerce and Industry Public Notices Nos, 10-ITC(PN)/59, dated 10th February 
1959, 38ITC1PN1/59, dated 2nd May 1959, 39-ITC(PN)/59, dated 2nd May 1959 
and 51-ITC(PN)/59, dated 20th May 1959, on the above subject, according to which 
the exporters of cotton cloth and yarn are eligible to receive licences for import 
of coal tar dyes, textile chemicals etc. upto the percentages specified therein. 

2. It has now been decided to permit the exporters of cotton cloth and varn to 
import Transparent Cellophane paper falling under S. No, 122(vii) of Part V of the 
I.TC. Schedule, against licences issued to them in terms of the above mentioned 
Public Notices for import of coal tar dyes, textile chemicals etc. during the quarter 
October/December, 1959 and onwards. The exact entitlement upto which the 
import of Transparent Cellophone paper will be allowed, will be determined by 
the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay, in consultation with 
the Textile Commissioner, Bombay, and suitable endorsement to th : s effect will 
he made on the licences issued to the, exporters. Tlje exporters of cotton cloth 
and yarn are, therefore, requested to specify the quantity/value of Transparent 
Cellophane paper desired to be imported by them against their licences for coal 
tar dyes, textile chemicals etc. to the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 
Bombay, 

3. All the terms and conditions governing the sale of coal tar dyes, textile 
chemicals etc. imported under the Incentive Scheme will also apply to the sale of 
Transparent Cellophane paper allowed to be imported against licences for coal 
tar dyes, textile chemicals etc. in terms of this Public Notice. 

Subject: — Import policy for certain items for the licensing period October 1959— 

March 1960. 

No. 87-ITC(PN>/59 .—In addition to the changes in import policy as announced 
in the new Red Book for the half year October 1959—March 1980, the changes 
detailed in Annexures I, II and III are also hereby announced. Annexure I 
details the changes in respect, of a few items like non-ferrous metals etc. Afinexure 
II details the import policy for certain items for which an interim policy is being 
announced for the present. In respect of items detailed in Annexures I and u, 
the entries as now given in these annexures will substitute the corresponding 
entries in the Red Book for April—September, 1959, so far as the licensing policy 
for October 1959—March 1980 is concerned.
